Your respondent 
says that she would heme no objection to the court granting the said 
Gibbons a divorce if it could be legally done,and she comes not in thi 
suit resisting a decree for a divorce but to vindicate her character 
against the false and slanderous charge of adultery. Your respondent:

thought of adultery has always been and is now as far from her. mind 
as the east from the west,and it is to clear her name and refute 


the slander brought against her in this suit,that her name may 


stand clear to her children and her grandchildren,and her posterity 


that will follow her. And now having answered as fully as your 
respondent deems it negessary that she should answer,prays to be 


hence dismissed with her reasonable costs in this behalf expended.
